that we can testify that we 
are saved from sins, sancti- 
fied wholly, and _ baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, but 
will also place us under the 
most beautiful government 
that was ever instituted. And 
this governme:it was named 
by the most beautiful and 
and most refined personage 
that ever walked this earth. 
From His sacred lips came 
the words “my Church.” 


Math. 16:18. 


Men have instituted gov- 
erments and named them re- 
public, monarchy, both ab- 
solute and fimited. but the 
one we are delighted in is the 
Church of God. So few; 
people seem to understand, 
that “Church” means gov- 
ernment the same as_repub- 
lic or monarchy means gov- 
ernment. And thai “Church 
of God” indicates the kind 
of government the same as 





as to.the kind of government. 

When people claim to be 
members of the Church of 
God by virtue of their salva- 
vation through Jesus Christ 
and recognize no form of 
government, they must be 
either ignorant or deceived. 
Without government what do 
they have, and of what value 
are certain portions of the 
Scriptures to them? With- 
out recognized goverment, 
teachers are unable to divide 
the Word of God correctly. 
(2 Tim, 2:15). They either 
have to leave much of it out 
or spiritualize it until it does 
not mean anything. 


This is the vere thing that 
many are doing about anoint- 
ing with oil and laying on 
hands for healing of the sick. 
They either leave it -out 
entirely or try to place a spir- 
ital meaning upon it. The 
same is true of the signs that 
are to tollow believers. The 
same is true of their teaching 
on faith. They claim faith 
without any evidence. Thus 
people claim they have the 
Holy Ghost when they have 
no sign to prove it. So they 
claim they are members of 
God’s. Church when they 
recognize. no government to 
prove it. 


If | have the Holy Ghost | 
must talk in tongues as_ the 
evidence (Acts 10:46). If 
I am truly a member of the 
Lord’s church 1 must obey 
them that have rule over me 
(Heb. 13:17), and recognize 
literal authority according to 
the laws that are given by 
Jesus and to us by the Holv 
apostles. Faith that is true 
faith produces tangigle re- 
sults and not merely imagi- 
nary. Church that is really 
church will have an outward 
showing, for government is 
not imaginary and thus can- 


not be hid 
When mention.is made of 


a republic it is readily under- 
stood that it means govern- 
ment,and the word“ republic” 
explains the kind of govern- 
ment. When mention is 
made of a monarchy it im- 
plies government and every- 
body understands this. And 
the word itself distinguishes 
it fram that of a republic and 
likewise shows the kind of 
government. In the same 
way the werd churchimplies 
governinent and also desig- 
nates the kind of govern- 
ment. 





‘monarcey gives a distinction 


ought to understand this, but 
‘it is evident they do not. It 
‘must be on account of the 
way they have been taught. 
But we are unlearning much 
that we have been _ taught. 
But since Paul has added an 
explanation to the word 
church and mentions it as 
the Church of God, it ought 
to assist us in removing from 
our minds all of the false 
conceptions and _ traditions 
under which we _ have 
been shadowed for so 
many years. 

We are constantly coming 
in contact with good honest 





pentecostal people who used 
to give no attention to gov- 
ernment. But for want of 
good government their work 


is constar tly decaying. They 
are now seeing the need of 
some protection from false 
doctrine and deceivers. They 
have heard of the prosperity 
of the Church of God and 
are calling us to come and tell 
them about it. And we are 
going, and they-are accept- 
ing the light, and coming into 
the great Church of God, 
which offers protection to 
the innccent and_reders im- 
partial judgment on the guil- 
ty. 

Government implies officers 
and rulers, and these are for 
a protection rather than rul- 
ing as lords over God’s herit- 
age. Without government. 
there are no officers, and 
without officers there is no 
church any more than there 
is a republic or a monarchy 
without officers and rulers. 
The more we think about 
it the more ludicrous it ap- 
pears for people to say they 
are members of the Church 
of God whe. they have né 
body to enforce the laws. 
The light is shining more 
and more and the Lord’s 
people of every nation will 
soon see that the Church of 
God is a real government, 
and the most beautiful form 
of government that has ever 
been instituted. There are 
provisions made to feed the 
hungry souls with the bread 
of life, to overtake and re- 
store ‘hose who have «gone 
astray, to tame and control 
the rebellious or exclude 
them, and to protect from all 
kinds of false or deceptive 
teachings.

.5.| To All the Saints—Greetings 


in Jesus’ Name: 

Inasmuch as my name has 
appeard in most all the pa- 
pers of the south as being 
putin jail for maliciously, 
wilfully slandering the chief 
of police’s wife, I feel it 1s 
not right for our people to 
not know how it all came 
about and how it ail turned 
out. 

I came here from Pied- 
mont a distance of about 13 
miles, where we _ had been 
engaged in a meeting. The 
devil had told all kinds of 
lies on us, and they were at 
us because of these reports. 

The Lord blessed at the 
first Service and some got 
through. The power was 
falling at every service and 
Saists were getting blessed. 
This made the up town peo- 
ple mad and the chief of po- 
lice took a stand against us. 
His wife came with a crowd 
and, as far as 1 could see, 
[was leading a_ disturbing 
crowd. They finally came 
to that side of our tent where 
our household goods were 
stored and began tearing 
down the curtain exposing 
our eatables and clothing. | 
asked them to keep that part 
of the curtain up as I did not 
want tc have my stuff run 
over and trampled under 
foot. | asked my tolks to 
hook the curtain back up, 
as fast as we could fix it up 
they would tear it down. 
This lady taking the ~lead. 
When | saw the disturbance 
was going to arouse trouble | 
stepped out to where the 
crowd was and explained to 
them why | wanted that part 
of my tent let alone. © This 
lady became spoksmanfor the 
crowd and asked me what I 
would do if they kept on. I 
told her I would have to seek 
protection from the law if 
they persisted. She asked 
if | would have them arrest- 
ed. I answered | certainly 
would. She gave me to un- 
derstand she was the chief’s 
wife and she would like to 
see me have her arrested. 
She jerked the curtain out of 
my hand as | was trying to 
hook it up.. 1 stepped back 
and laid the matter before 
the people telling them I had 
found the leader of the crowd 
to be the chief’s wife, and as 
far as the town was con- 
cerned I was without protec- 
tion. The next night at the 
close of the service they 
served a warrant on me, and 
I was taken to Ani ton and 
locked up in jail. Between 
‘midnight and one o’clovk | 








wa: taken out by my friends. 

Trial was set for yester- 
day. I employed no lawyer, 
took no thought as to what | 
would say ordo. The case 
was not prosecuted. I was 
dismissed. 

I haven’t missed a single 
service. Crowds are in- 
creasing every seivice. The 
foreman and most all the 
boses of the cotton mill are 
in sympathy with us. - Ac- 
cording to Luke 21-13 it has 
turned to us far a testimony, 
made us many sympathizers 
in Calhoun county. 

Some of the most promi- 
nent citizens of Anniston as- 
sured us we would not be 
treated that way if we 
would come there for a meet- 
ing. 

The high sheriff ordered 
the nearest Beat deputy to 
be here every night and see 
that we had protection. He 
was here last night and per- 
fect order prevailed. 

Many of the saints from 
Cleburne ccunty came to the 
trial. One old sinner sent 
me word he had $1,000 to 
fight the thing through. 

God bless you all, pray for 
us.

have been praying for a real 
Bible church, and we believe 
that through the faithfulness 
of brother W. F. Bryant, the 
state overseer,that our hopes

Brother Bryant came to 
Louisville in February with 
a view of establishing a 
church here, and agai.sin 
July, but it seemed that this 
was not the Lord’s time for 
the church to be set in order.
